Applicant seeks a reissue of U.S. Patent 5,940,464 by way of narrowing claim 1 . The same patent was subject to reexamination under 
90/005,589 that has been examined recently and for which a NIRC was issued on 10/02/08.

Most importantly, applicant must still have an error on which reissue can be based, i.e., there must still be an error, even after the 
reexamination, on which the applicant can base the reissue. If the reexamination "corrected" the original error, applicant needs to 
identify another error as basis for the requested reissue.
